The  Universallst  cong’"egatIon  in  Ea- 
:  tonsville,  Herkimer  co.  originated  as  ear- 
I  ly  as  ISIO,  in  the  Baptist  church  cstab- 
'  lished  in  that  place.  About  that  time, 

I  several  rcspect.able  persons  were  expell- 
:  ed  from  the  Baptist  communion  for  the 
.sin  of  not  attending  church,  which  was 
1  considered  a  breach  oi  covenant, — or  as 
our  correspondent  emphatically  describes 
'the  transaction — “they  were  ordered  to 
il  stay  at  liome,  because  they  would  not 
'jgo  to  church.”  These  persons  either 
j  then  were,  or  soon  became  professors  of 
'the  doctrine  of  Universal  salvation  ;  tho’ 

I  it  is  probable,  neither  of  them  had  at  that 
Uime,  heard  that  doctrine  preached. — 
i  Perhaps  the  parable  of  the  leaven.  Matt, 
xili.  0.3,  has  never  found  a  more  effectual 
■  Mid  olivions  application,  than  in  the  inffu- 
ence  exerted  by  this  handful  of  reputed 
Iieretics.  .\nd  their  success  should  fur- 
•lis’i  encouragement  to  ilie  friends  of  truth 
|Wlioare  similarly  sltnited,  to  make  at 
j  least  au  effort  to  spread  the  kaowlcdga 
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of  divine  goodness  f>id  grace  among  men. ; 
Without  some  degree  of  exertion,  iiotliiiig 
will  be  effected  :  and  though  the  “race 
is  not  always  to  the  swift,  nor  the  battle  | 
to  the  strong,”  yet  in  the  great  majority  | 
of  instances,  enterprise  and  perseverance 
must  he  crowned  with  success. 

In  the  summer  of  1811,  Mr.  P.  Dea!!,| 
who  had  settled  in  the  country  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year,  was  etigaged  to  preach  in 
Eatonsville  one  Sunday  in  the  month 
for  two  years.  A  vciy  numerous  con- i 
gregation  was  immediately  collected — ' 
probably  the  largest  which  at  that  time! 
attended  on  the  ministration  of  the  un¬ 
bounded  grace  of  God,  in  this  section  of 
country.  Inquiry  was  awakened — the 
truth  was  most  diligently  sought,  and  it 
was  found  to  the  great  comfort  and  joy  of 
many. 

In  the  fall  of  1811,  a  church  was  or¬ 
ganized,  consisting  of  about  twenty  mem- 
bera*  and  the  Lord’s  supper  was  regular¬ 
ly  administered  at  stated  periods,  for  "about 
two  years.  The  visibility  of  this  church, 
was  continued  but  a  short  time  after  the 
removal  of  Mr.  Dean  in  1813  ;  and  from 
•  variety  of  causes  has  not  been  renewed, 
even  when  circumstances  favored  the 
adoption  of  such  a  measure. 

A  society  was  organized  at  Eptonsville 
in  1818,  composed  of  different  denomina¬ 
tions,  and  entitled  “  The  Baptist  Catho¬ 
lic  Society,”  because  each  held  property 
in  the  church.  The  Baptists  and  Uni- 
versalists  were  certainly  the  principal 
owners,  and  it  is  believed,  were  the  only 
denominations  who  claimed  the  occupan¬ 
cy  of  the  house  ;  and  as  the  property  of 
it  was  about  equally  divided  between 
them,  it  was  in  a  few  years,  used  by 
them  on  alternate  Sundays. 

This  meeting-house — a  convenient 
wood  building,  was  erected  in  1804  or  5, 
and  was  originally  intended  as  a  free 
churchy  to  be  used  by  all  denominations 
in  proportion  to  the  property  which  each 
subscribed.  This  was  therefore,  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  first  Meeting-house  in  which 
Universalists  held  an  undisputed  right  of 
occupancy,  in  the  state,  except  that  in 
the  city  of  New  York.  For  though  the 
Baptist  church  in  Madison,  was  used  by 
them,  still  it  tvas  rather  by  concession, 
than  by  the  admission  of  a  legal  right. — 
And  it  is  matter  of  interesting  reflection 
— that  the  church  in  Eatonsville  should 
so  soon,  be  claimed  for,  and  used  by  a 
denomination,  which  was  probablv  whol¬ 
ly  unknown  to  those  who  secured  their 
rights  when  the  building  was  erected. 

The  Universalists  in  Evtotisville  never 
formed  a  separate  and  regular  society  — 
They  recognize  each  other,  by  the  sup¬ 
port  which  they  give  to  the  preaching  of 
tb*t  denomination,  and  by  their  atten¬ 


dance  on  the  meetings  of  the  order. — 
When  any  particular  occasion  requires,  a 
general  meeting  is  called,  and  the  u^nal  ! 
course  pui'^iied  for  t!ie  attaimuent  of  the  ■ 
toiitornplated  object. 

From  tin;  removal  cf.Mr.  Dean  in  1813,  : 
tlie  Universiiii.;(s  iti  Iv.tousvilie  were  1 
dc'.'.ituto  of  any  reguiar  ])rcachi.ig,  until 
tlie  fall  of  1S22  —  a  period  of  nine  years; 
wlien  Mr.  G.  B.  l.ivher  s.-ttled  in  that 
place.  He  continued  to  minister  to  tbem 
with  great  success,  one  half  of  the  Sun¬ 
days  for  three  years;  a|'propriating  the  j 
residue  of  his  time  to  diirerent  places  in  ,i 
the  vicinity.  It  was  during  this  period, 
that  he  commenced,  and  conducted  with' 
some  benefit  to  the  cause  of  Universal-, 
isnr;  a  periodical  religious  p.aper  publish-' 
ed  at  Little  Falls,  rather  oddly  entitled 
— “The  Gospel  Inquirer.”  This  paper' 
with  others,  was  amalgamated  with  the 
“  Universalist,”  published  in  Utica  in 
1825.  This  year,  IMr.  Lislicr  closed  his 
connexion  with  the  coiign'gation  in  Ea¬ 
tonsville,  which  remained  destitute  of 
stated  preaching  for  anotiier  term  of  about 
two  years.  ! 

In  tlie  fall  of  1827,  a  Mr.  James  Priest- ! 
ly,  who  was  passing  thronglHlie  country,  | 
and  represented  himself  to  be  a  Univer-  | 
salist  preacher,  was  immediately  employ-  ' 
ed,  and  for  a  short  time  gave  general  sa¬ 
tisfaction.  But  the  connexion  proved 
exceedingly  unfortunate — for  though  a 
man  of  talent,  erudition,  and  a  popular 
speaker,  he  was  the  slave  of  bis  ajtpeiites, 
and  became  a  reproach  both  to  the  (;on- 
gregation  and  to  his  profession.  The 
pressing  want  of  a  preacher  was  the  only 
inducement  to  empio}'  him  ;  for  it  was 
known  that  be  was  destitute  of  any  re¬ 
commendation  except  bis  talents.  And: 
the  consequences  of  this  rash  engagement 
should  admonish  them  and  all  others,  to 
be  more  cautious  in  the  selection  of  their 
public  servants.  In  1828,  Mr.  G.  Mes- 
singor  preached  a  small  part  of  the  time 
in  Eatonsville,  since  which  time,  the 
congregation  has  again  been  destitute  of 
the  stated  ministration  of  the  word  of 
life.  I 

Notwithstanding  the  frequent  and  pro-' 
tracted  interruptions  in  the  ministerial 
services  rendered  to  the  congregation  in 
Eatonsville,  the  deep  rooted  prejudices 
excited  by  a  single  indiscreet  individual, 
and  the  tendency  existing  in  all  congre¬ 
gations  to  disperse  when  they  have  no 
regular  meetings  of  their  own  ;  there  is 
still  a  large  and  respectable  number  of 
Uni  veisalists  in  that  place.  And  when¬ 
ever  they  have  meetings,  a  becoming  de¬ 
sire  is  manifestetl  of  promoting  by  their 
attendance  and  by  their  meanS)_tlie  great 
doctrine  of  the  final  purity  and  happiness 
of  all  maukind.  S.  R.  S.

I  reprobates  can  never  be  saved  from  it — the  means 
‘  must  be  used  to  h  y  to  save  them — and  yet  if  these 
,  means  were  to  succeed,  it  would  violate  the  de- 
'  crees  of  Heaven  and  detract  from  the  “glory”  of 
God  I !  Admirable  consistency  ! 

I  Cal.  That  is  the  way  with  you  Universalists 
— you  are  always  quibbling  and  trying  to  ensnare 
others  in  conversation. 

j  Univ.  Why,  Sir,  there  is  no  quibbling  or  en¬ 
snaring  here.  I  merely  recapitulated  and  put  to¬ 
gether  the  amount  of  your  statements  andadmis- 
'  sions.  If  you  have  got  ensnared  it  is  in  your  own 
toil  you  are  taken. 

I  Cat.  Well,  you  have  not  answered  my  ques- 
^tion  yet,  which  I  first  proposed.  What  is  the 
use  in  preaching,  if  all  men  are  to  be  saved  7 
Univ.  I  will  answer  cheerfully  :  The  object  of 
preaching  is,  to  inform  mankind  of  the  truth — to, 
let  them  know  the  joyful  tidings  of  a  world’s  sal¬ 
vation — to  save  them  from  darkness,  doubt,  fear, 
and  condemnation,  and  make  their  willing  feet 
I  “In  swift  obedience  move” — 

to  induce  them  to  practice  virtue  from  the  love  of 
I  God  and  virtue  ;  not  from  that  slavish  fear  which 
>  “bath  torment” — as  the  angel  said  to  the  shep- 
I  herds  at  Bethlehem,  “Fear  not;  for  behold  I  bring 
yon  good  tidings  of  great  joy  which  shall  be  to  all 
people.”  The  preaching  of  the  gospel  affects  not 


the  eternal  condition  of  man  in  a  state  of  immor¬ 
tality — but  greatly  affects  his  condition  here.-*- 
“God — is  the  Saviour  of  all  men,  especially  of 
those  that  believe.”  That  God  will  save  all  man¬ 
kind,  is  a  truth,  whether  we  believe  it  or  not.— 
Belief  or  unbelief  cannot  affect  the  reality  of  the 
thing  to  be  believed.  But  “he  that  believeth — hath 
the  witness  in  himself:  he  that  believeth  not  God, 
hath  made  him  for  treated  him  asj  a  liar^  because 
he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God  hath  given 
of  his  Son.

The  Chenango  Association  of  Univcrsalists,  to 
the  believers  in  the  gospel  of  everlasting  lite — 
“  grace,  mercy  and  peace  be  unto  you  from  God 
our  Father,  and  from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

Brethren — Under  the  auspices  of  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence,  we  have  been  permitted  I0  meet  in  annual 
session — to  congratulate-each  other  on  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  pure  and  liberal  principles  of  the  gos¬ 
pel — to  devise  and  adopt  such  measures,  as,  in 
our  estimation,  shall  promote  the  moral  and  so¬ 
cial  well-being  of  the  believers  in  the  salvation  of 
a  world — and  to  bow  togetlicr  in  humble  wttrs'iip 
before  the  altar  of  our  God.
